hand fighting, we were forced to retreat, 
and succeeded in making our escape to the 
other side of the river. 


" Cortinas's attacking party consisted of 


about four hundred men, and he has, in all 
probability, two hundred men patrolling 
the country lo present communication with 
the city. 


" In all told, we had about fifty white 


men under arms, and these were aided by 
one hundred and fifty sent from Matamo- 
MB. 
Col. Manuel Naranco 
commanded 


this force. 


" I can form no idea of the number of 


men killed on either side. The cry of the 
Mexicans was "Death to all Americans! No 
quarter!" And such was truly the case, 
as is proved by the death of every man 
Cortinas has taken prisoner.
